The petition of the plaintift
alleges that between April and June in
1885 the loeal agents of the Pha-
nix returned for the purposes
of state and counly taxation
alist of the gross amount of premiams
recieived by the company’s ngent hero in
1884 and paid the state and county taxes
thereupon. The eity elerk in making the
city assessment roll from the county
assessment erroneously enterod the gross
amount of the company’s premiums and
the city couneil thereafter levied taxes
upon the sane, which taxes were paid in
December 1835, in  the  sum  of
$278.34, The petition allewes
that af no time in 1851
wero the gross premium recoipts the
|:l'0]:u1‘l_~; of the company, but belonged

argaly to the agents of the said com-
pany i payment of commissions and in
wmounts returned to the assurid by the
cancollation of policies; amd that alter
the payment of agents' commissions, re-
hates, lossess and other expenses, but a
small portion of the gross receipts be-
long to  the ecompany [Furthermore,
that the levy for city ftaxes is or-
dinarily made upon an  assessed
valuation which is about one-third of the
reil valuation of the property but that
the plaintifi®s property was assessed at
the full value thereof; that the gross re
ceipts of the company on premiums ean
not be legally assossed as real or personal
property. Therefore the compuny prays
a4 judgment ngainst the city for 227843,
the amoeunt of the taxes illegally assessed
und collected, and the costs of the suit.
